Runaway Horse 
Kills Motorcyclist 


A bridegroom of three months was killed in­ 
stantly last night when his motorcycle collided 
with a runaway horse on Cold Spring Creamery 
Road, three miles north of Doylestown, in Buck­ 
ingham Township. 
The victim was Frank Maximuck, 37, of 40 
North Franklin St., Doylestown, who farmed 
with his brother W alter at Cottageville. It was 
the 35th highway death in Bucks County this 
year.

IIPetrulli May 6Be Man Without A Country’ 


WASHINGTON 'UPI? - Nicho­ 
las Petrulli. who renounced his 
American citizenship in hopes of 
becoming a Soviet national but 
now regrets it, appeared today to 
be a man without a country. 
State Department legal experts 
called 
the

unprecedented. 


They searched for ways to help 
Petrulli out of his dilemma but 
said

against the Valley Stream. N Y., 
man who got carried away by 
what he saw in Russia as a tour­ 
ist. 
Petrulli formally renounced his 


U.S. citizenship last week during 
a trip to Moscow. Yesterday, he 
said he had done “a stupid thing” 
and asked if he could come back 
to this country. 
The State Department was wait­ 
ing for the official documents on 
wha? they called a “ freak” case. 


These papers, including Petrulli’s 
renunciation of his oath of alle­ 
giance to the United States, were 
en route to Washington from the 
em bassy in Moscow. They were 
expected to arrive Saturday.

all municipal departments, all bor­ 
ough business and essentially take 
over as chief administrator. The 
present borough secretary, Rob­ 
ert Steward’s duties now are prac­ 
tically the sam e as those of the 
manager- 
In the voting on the ordinance.!

voted 
against the measure and Council­ 
man John Foose declined to cast 
a vote. No reasons were reported 
for the voting having gone that 
way. 
In other matters, council voted 
to amend the present salary or- i 
dinance pertaining to the post of 
borough secretary, now to be call­

manager-secret ary* 
The 
amendment does not call for any 
change in salary but only revises 
the reading of the ordinance to 
verify the change from borough 
secretary 
to 
borough 
manager- 
secret ary. 
It was also announced that a 
public hearing will be held on a 
building code ordinance at 8 p.m. 
Sept. 23 in the borough hall. The 
building code, sim ilar to one re­ 
cently adopted by Bristol, creates 
fire districts in the borough and 
stipulates rules and regulations for 
repairs and construction of build­ 
ings. 
“ In r sense.’’ stated a represen­ 
tative of the borough,” it is a 
set of rules for fire prevention in 
buildings.*' 
Council also voted last night to 
maintain 
the 
borough 
health 
board. There had been some dis­ 
cussion at past m eetings on the 
matter of eliminating the borough 
board in favor of the county sys­ 
tem of health administration The 
borough board is made up of five 
men plus a health officer. 
In other business, the council 
mem bers voted to pay $20,000 on 
a short term loan taken out on 
j anticipated taxes. The money bor­ 
rowed was used for borough oper­ 
ation s. 
Persons who have not hooked up 
to the borough sewer system will 
receive notices in the mail this 
week to comply with the borough’s 
wishes that they hook up. 
Those who do not hook up with­ 
in 30 days are open to a fine of 
not less than $10 and not more 
than $25. A second refusal to hook­ 
up could mean a fine of not less 
than $25 and not more than $100, 
according to the borough secre­ 
tary. The possibility of a jail sen­ 
tence on the second offense was 
also revealed.
